Minister of Finance 

In recognition. of, his ability in 
commercial and financial affairs, the 

anton Government appointed Mr, 
Li to the post of Minister of Fin- 
ance shortly after the revolution in 
China in 1012. ° During his: tenure 
of office he succeeded jn putting the 
finnnees of his native province on a 
sound bnsis, only to find later that 
they werc to bo shattered by greedy 
militarists and corrupt politicians in 
the troubled pears before the_estab- 
lishment of the Kuomintang Govern- 
ment in Nanking in 1926. That was 
the only oMmcial. post that Mr. Li 
ever held, although subsequently the 
Government made offers to him to 
administer financial and other affairs. 

Mr. Li alwaya contributed gener- 
ously to charitable and educational 
institutions and improvements. in his 
home district, Tolshan, which, by the 
way, is the home of many Chinese 
who have gone to America and else- 
where abroad to seek their fortunes. 
Mr. Li promoted a number of free 
schools for poor children.: Among 
‘the organisations which benefited 
through — his benevolence were the 
Canton, Christinn College, of which 
ho was one of the Directors — for

He spent most of his time in Ameri- 
ca, Upon his return to China he 
wrote a book on his exporicnces 
abroad, entitled “A Tour of Eleven 
Nations.” In December 1931 Mr.

Canton and Shanghai, Mr. Li Yuk- 
tong, passed away peacefully at the 
Young Wo Hospital on Wednesda 
afternoon after a bricf iilncss, Al- 
‘though o man of 85, Mr. Li enjoy- 
ed good health until quite recently. 
He is survived) by a large family 
connisting of nine son, eight daugh- 
ters, six grandsons, thirteen grands | 
daughters, three great-grandsons 
and three great-granddaughters, 

Born in the district of Tolshan, 
Kwangtung, Mr. Li “Yuk-tong was 
taken across to the ‘United States of 
Ameriea while still in his carly teens 
and there he’ stayed for seven years, 
by which time, through persever- 
ance, hard’ work ‘and thrift, he had, 
accumulated sufficient ‘money to en- 
‘able him to return to the home of 
his. ancestors and to open. a small 
native herb store in. Hongkong. 
Tho Intter has since grown:to be one 
.of tho biggert establishments of its 
kind in China, He then demonstrat- 
ed. his keen business genius by pro- 
moting n.chain of stores and firms 
in Shanghai, Hongkong, Canton, Han- 
kow, Tientaln an Harbin as well as 
a number of citics abroad. 

At the time of is domise Mr. Li 
Yuk-tong was Chairman of the 
Bonrds of Directors of the Hong Nin’ 
Life Insurance Company, On 
Yuen Company, Lun _Yick Insurance 
Company, Lun Po Insurance Com- 
pany of Hongkon and Shanghai and 
of the Lun Tai Insurance Company.

Inbour at the last Criminal Sossions 
for breach of a deportation order; uf 
Fookssang successfully brought an 
appeal for reduction of his sentence 
before Mr. Justice R. E, Lindsoll and 
Mr. Justice. J. J. Hayden at. the Full 
Court this morning. : 


The appellant was not legally re- 
presented. Mr. E. H.  Willlams, 
Assistant Attorney-Genoral, appeared 
for the respondents, the Crown, 


Mr. Juattce. Lindsell, who imposed 
the: sentence at. the inst Soasionn 
told Mr.:Wiliams that tha Court ho 
already taken notice of the fact that, 
owing .to.n misundorstanding os to 
the term for which the prisoner was 
originally banished, he was In fact 
sentenced to an illegal term, namely 
one year more ‘than the maximum 
which he should have been given. He 
won banished for ten years and not 
for life,.and therefore, tho maximum 
sentence that could have been passed 
on him was only three years, Under 
the civcumstancos, the Court was 
prevared to denl with tho matter as
